BEVERLY HILLS, CALIF. I Martin Scorsese may 
finally be positionedfor Academy Awards glory, 
but his Howard Hughes epic “The Aviator” will 
have to duke it out with Clint Eastwood’s box- 
ing drama, “Million Dollar Baby.” 

The best-picture and director honors 
are shaping up as a two -film race between 
Scorsese’s and Eastwood’s flicks, with “The 
Aviator” having the inside track by leading the 
pack with 11 nominations Tuesday. 

The other best-picture contenders were 
“Finding Neverland,” a whimsical portrait 
of the creation of J.M. Barrie’s “Peter Pan”; 


“Ray,” a fiery film biography of Ray Charles; 
and “Sideways,” a quirky romance about the 
misadventures of two buddies on a wine- 
tasting road trip. 

Scorsese could be the story come Oscar 
night Feb. 27. The director behind such mod- 
ern classics as “Raging Bull,” “Taxi Driver” 
and “GoodFellas” has never delivered a best- 
picture winner, and Scorsese has never won 
a directing Oscar despite four previous nomi- 
nations.

Senators 
Slam Rice 
Over Iraq 

Democrats say nominee lied 
about need for U.S. invasion 

WASHINGTON! Senate Democrats said Tuesday 
that Condoleezza Rice lied to them, misled 
Americans about the Iraq war or served as 
an apologist for Bush administration fail- 
ures in Iraq, but she remained on track for 
confirmation as secretary of state. 

Rice, who has been President Bush’s 
national security adviser for four years, 
was one of the loudest voices urging war. 
Democrats said. She repeatedly deceived 
members of Congress and Americans at 
large about justifications 
for the war, said Sen. Mark 
Dayton, D-Minn. 

“I don’t like impugn- 
ing anyone’s integrity, 
but I really don’t like 
being lied to,” Dayton said 
in opposing Rice’s nomina- 
tion on the Senate floor. 

“Repeatedly, flagrantly, intentionally.” 

Rice is expected to win confirmation on 
Wednesday. Senate Majority Leader Bill Frist, 
R-Tenn., predicted that Rice would have “an 
overwhelming majority” of votes. 

Sen. Richard Lugar, R-Ind., cautioned 
against “inflammatory rhetoric that is 
designed merely to create partisan advan- 
tage or to settle partisan scores.” 

Rice would succeed Colin Powell, who 
often found himself on the outside looking 
in with Bush’s close circle of advisers. 

By contrast. Rice is a trusted Bush loyalist. 
As a principal architect of the Iraq invasion 
and the administration’s war on terrorism, 
she shares blame for overstating the threat 
posed by Saddam Hussein, Democrats said.

Fire Snarls 
New York 
Metro Line 

NEWYORK |A subway line serving 
tens of thousands of New Yorkers a 
day was knocked out of service and 
another severely limited, possibly for 
years, because of a fire that authori- 
ties say may have been setby ahome- 
less person trying to stay warm. 

It will take “several millions of 
dollars and several years” to rebuild 
hundreds of relays, switches and 
circuits that track train signals and 
locations, NYC Transit President 
Lawrence Reuter said. 

It was the most serious damage 
to the subway’s infrastructure since 
the Sept. 11, 2001, terrorist attacks, 
which destroyed stations underneath 
the World Trade Center, he said. 

Authorities said the fire was 
set Sunday in a shopping cart in or 
near the Chambers Street station in 
lower Manhattan. It ignited cables 
and spread to a room full of switch- 
ing and signal equipment, (ap) 


Deficit Projected to Reach $427B 


Record debt for ’05 driven partly by war costs 


WASHINGTON I The White House 
will project that this year’s federal 
deficit will hit $427 billion, a senior 
administration official said Tuesday, 
a record partly driven by wars in 
Iraq and Afghanistan. 

The official, among three who 
briefed reporters on condition of 
anonymity, said the estimate was a 
conservative one that assumed some 
higher spending than other analysts 
use. Last February, the White House 
projected that the 2004 shortfall 


would hit $521 billion, only to see 
it come in at $412 billion. 

The official said the figure repre- 
sented progress because it would be 
smaller than last year’s record $412 
billion shortfall when compared to 
the size of the growing U.S. econo- 
my. That ratio is a key measure of 
the deficit’s potency. 

Even so, the number was among 
a blizzard of figures released 
Tuesday that illustrated how defi- 
cits remain a problem that Bush and 


Congress must reckon with. 

The nonpartisan Congressional 
Budget Office said that thanks to tax 
cuts and hurricane aid passed since 
its last calculations in September, 
the 10 -year deficit had worsened 
since then by $503 billion, not 
counting war expenditures. 

The analysts projected that this 
year’s deficit would hit $368 billion 
— which would be the third highest 
ever — excluding war costs. 


Senior administration officials 
also outlined for reporters their 
upcoming request for an additional 
$ 80 billion, or slightly more, to help 
pay this year’s costs of wars in Iraq 
and Afghanistan. 

Bush plans to send his 2006 
budget to Congress on Feb. 7- It 
will not include a request for more 
war funds for that year, the officials 
said, saving that request for later.

National Guard May Hike 
Bonuses to Bolster Ranks 


Service wants to offer 
active-duty soldiers 
$15,000 to join guard 

WASHINGTON I Looking for new 
ways to bolster its thinning ranks, 
the Army National Guard is seek- 
ing legal authority to offer $15,000 
bonuses to active-duty soldiers will- 
ing to join the Guard — up from 
$50 now. 

Lt. Gen. H. Steven Blum, chief 
of the National Guard Bureau, told 
reporters Tuesday that the Guard 
is 15,000 soldiers below its normal 
strength of 350,000, and he expects 
further declines despite recent gains 
from tripling re-enlistment bonuses 
for Guardsmen deployed abroad. 


If the Guard fails to return to 
its normal troop level by the end 
of the budget year on Sept. 30, it 
will be the first time that has hap- 
pened since 1989, the three-star 
general said. 

Heavily stressed by longer- 
than-anticpated duties in Iraq, 
Afghanistan and elsewhere, the 
Guard recently increased first- 
time enlistment bonuses and added 
1,400 recruiters. 

In explaining his interest in 
getting congressional approval for 
$15,000 bonuses to entice active- 
duty military members, Blum said 
he believes he could get 8,000 new 
Guardsmen this way. He said the 
existing $50 bonus carries little 
weight in today’s economy, (ap)

U.S. officials announce 
plans to test ‘smart’ 
tags at 5 patrol points 

NOGALES, ARIZ. | U.S. officials want 
to see if the same technology that 
speeds cars through highway tolls 
and identifies lost pets can unclog 
border crossings without compro- 
mising security. 

Homeland Security Under-sec- 
retary Asa Hutchinson announced 
Tuesday that the government will 
begin testing radio frequency iden- 
tification at this Arizona crossing 
and four others by midsummer. 

Under RFID technology a chip is 
attached to an antenna that trans- 
mits a signal to a reader, which con- 
verts the radio waves from the RFID 
tag into a code that links to identify- 


ing biometrical data in a computer 
database read by border agents. 

The technology has been in use 
for years in systems for toll collec- 
tion and other tracking devices. 


Under the system, travelers still 
will have to stop, but if their data 
triggers no red flags, they will get just 
a cursory check rather than lengthy 
questioning, leslie miller (ap) 


FBI: Terror Threat in 
Boston a False Alarm 


False tip reportedly 
called in by smuggler 
in squabble over deal 

BOSTON I The FBI said Tuesday that 
the possible terrorist plot reported 
against Boston by a tipster last week 
was a false alarm. A law enforce- 
ment official in Mexico said that a 
suspected smuggler made the story 
up to retaliate against people who 
failed to pay him. 

“There were in fact no terror- 
ist plans or activity under way,” an 
FBI statement said. “Because the 
criminal investigation is ongoing.

Oxford University to Cut 
Intake of British Students 

Oxford University, fabled but appar- 
ently underfunded, said Tuesday it 
will cut the number of local students 
and bring in more foreign ones who 
pay higher tuition, which might 
enable it to compete with top U.S. 
schools on professorial pay. “If radi- 
cal measures are not taken, Oxford’s 
standing will decline,” the university 
said in a paper detailing its plans.

President Kabila Was Shot 

Congo’s interior minister denied 
a rumor circulating in Kinshasa

Violence Plagues Iraq Before Vote 


American captive begs 
for help on video as 
militants issue threat 

BAGHDAD I An American kidnapped 
in November pleaded for his life in 
a videotape broadcast and at least 
a dozen Iraqis died in Baghdad 
as political violence continued to 
plague the country five days before 
Sunday’s crucial elections for a new 
National Assembly. 

Iraqi police engaged in fierce 
shootouts Tuesday with insur- 
gents, including gunmen who 
were handing out leaflets warn- 
ing Iraqis not to vote or risk see- 
ing their families’ blood “wash the 
streets of Baghdad.” 

In the video, a bearded Roy 
Hallums, 56, speaking with a rifle 
pointed at his head, said he had been 
taken by a “resistance group” because 
“I have worked with American 
forces.” He appealed to Arab lead- 
ers, including Libya’s Moammar 
Gadhafi, to save his life. 

Hallums was seized by gunmen 
Nov. 1 along with Robert Tarongoy 
of the Philippines at their compound 
in Baghdad’s Mansour district. The 
two worked for a Saudi company 
that does catering for the Iraqi 
army. The Filipino was not shown 
in the video and it was not known 
when the video was made. 

Meanwhile, the U.S. military said 
a Bradley armored vehicle rolled into 
a canal northeast of Baghdad during 
a combat patrol Monday night, kill-

Few Expatriate 
Iraqis Sign Up for 
Absentee Ballot 

AMMAN, JORDAN | Iraqi voters liv- 
ing here and flying in from around 
the Middle East turned out Tuesday 
on the final day of registration for 
Iraq’s historic election, speaking 
excitedly of freedom. But turnout 
remained low. 

Less than 25 percent of eligible 
Iraqi expatriates had signed up to 
vote in Jordan and 13 other countries 
chosen to hold three days of absen- 
tee polling. Overall figures from 
the first eight days of registration 


— excluding Tuesday — show that 
more than 255,600 Iraqis out of 1.2 
million exiles have signed up to vote. 
The deadline was extended by two 
days because of low turnout. 

The Geneva-based International 
Organization of Migration, which 
is handling the registration, tried 
to sound upbeat. 

‘You have to see the positive side,” 
lOM spokesman Jean-Philippe 
Chauzy said. “More than a quarter 
of a million have made the effort to 
go and register to vote.” 

Fear of violence may have caused 
many Iraqis to skip plans to vote, 
particularly in countries bordering 
Iraq where insurgents are suspected 
to be operating, (ap) 



Four were last of Britons being held at U.S. base 


LONDON I After enduring up to 
three years of imprisonment and 
interrogation at the U.S. detention 
facility at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, 
four Britons returned to England 
on Tuesday and were immediately 
arrested by antiterrorist police. 

Moazzam Begg, Feroz Abbasi, 
Martin Mubanga and Richard 
Belmar were arrested under a 
provision of the Terrorism Act 
dealing with “involvement in the 
commission, preparation or instiga- 


tion of acts of terrorism,” London’s 
Metropolitan Police said. 

“What sort of homecoming is 
this? They are innocent people,” 
said Massoud Shadjareh, one of a 
group of protesters outside the high- 
security Paddington Green police 
station where the men were held. 

The four were among some 550 
prisoners from 42 countries swept 
up in the U.S.-led war on terror and 
detained without charge. 

Abbasi, 24, was reportedly arrest- 


ed by U.S. forces in Afghanistan in 
December 2001. Belmar, 25, and 
Begg, 37, were arrested in Pakistan 
in February 2002, and Mubanga, 
32, was detained in Zambia. 

Peter Clarke, head of the Anti- 
Terrorist Branch, said police had 
discussed the case with leaders of 
Britain’s Muslim community and 
recognized there were strong feelings 
about it. “We are totally committed 
to ensuring that the men are treated 
properly and fairly,” he said. 

Some of the men claim they were 
tortured at Guantanamo, (ap) 


Stampede at Hindu 
Temple Kills 222 

WA I , I N D I A I At least 222 people died 
when a pilgrimage by thousands of 
Hindus to a hilltop temple in west- 
ern India turned into a frantic stam- 
pede on Tuesday, police said. 

Local police chief Chandrakant 
Kumbhar said devotees trying to 
flee fires along the pilgrimage route 
were crushed outside Mandra Devi 
temple, 150 miles south of Bombay. 

Police said about 300,000 peo- 
ple had gathered at the temple for 
Tuesday’s full moon — an auspicious 
day in the Hindu calendar, (ap)

BERLIN I German Chancellor Ger- 
hard Schroeder expressed shame 
Tuesday over the horrors of the 
Nazi era, acknowledging that Adolf 
Hitler’s regime enjoyed wide support 
among Germans and promising that 
his country will try to keep alive the 
memory of the Holocaust. 

Across Europe, commemora- 
tions ahead of the 60th anniver- 
sary of the Red Army’s liberation of 
the Auschwitz death camp on Jan. 
27, 1945, were tinged with the pain 


of memories — and concern that 
anti-Semitism lives on. 

“I express my shame in the face 
of those who were murdered — and, 
above all, you who survived the hell 
of the concentration camps,” a som- 
ber Schroeder told an audience at 
a Berlin theater that included 
Auschwitz survivors. 

Some 1.5 million prisoners — 
most of them Jews — perished in gas 
chambers or died of starvation and 
disease at Auschwitz. In all, 6 mil- 


lion Jews were killed in Nazi camps, 
along with millions of others. 

“The evil of Nazi ideology did not 
come from nowhere,” Schroeder said, 
alluding to the fact that the Nazis 
were democratically elected. 

Leaders across Europe marked 
the anniversary with warnings that 
the battle against anti-Semitism 
continues. Inaugurating his 
country’s new Holocaust memori- 
al, French President Jacques Chirac 
called for stronger efforts to quell a 
rise in attacks on Jews in France.

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TO RO N TO I The Canadian creators of 
the BlackBerry, the wildly success- 
ful wireless e-mail device embraced 
by so many Americans, say they are 
prepared to take their patent dis- 
pute with a Virginia company all the 
way to the U.S. Supreme Court. 

The Canadian government also 
has stepped into the fracas, claim- 
ing that a recent U.S. federal court 
ruling against Research In Motion 
Ltd., the Ontario -based makers of 
the BlackBerry, threatens to have a 
“troubling effect of chilling innova- 


tion by Canadian companies.” 

The dispute began in 2002 when 
NTP Inc. of Arlington, Va., claimed 
that RIM infringed on 16 of its pat- 
ents, including its radio communi- 
cations technology. RIM claims its 
BlackBerry relay server is based in 
Waterloo, Ontario, so U.S. patent 
laws have no jurisdiction. 

In 2003, a US. court in Virginia 
awarded NTP $54 million in dam- 
ages and ordered an injunction on 
further Blackberry sales in the 
United States. RIM appealed. 


and in December, a U.S. appeals 
court struck down the verdict and 
injunction yet upheld the patent- 
infringement claims, sending the 
case back to the lower court 

Henry S. Bunsow, an attorney for 
RIM, said the company is prepared 
to argue before the US. high court. 

“If the United States is going 
to be asserting their patent laws 
to cover activities in Canada, then 
what’s to stop Canada from assert- 
ing its laws in the United States?” he 
said. “It really creates chaos.” (ap)

Leaders Seek Car Tax End 


Drive opens divisive battle in Va. eleetion year 


RICHMOND, VA. I House Republicans 
launched an election year drive 
Tuesday to resurrect the car tax 
phaseout, removing a cap placed 
on the tax cut last year. 

Resuming the rollback of the 
hated local levy on personal cars 
and pickup trucks comes as state 
revenues pile up far in excess of 
their forecasts and legislators pon- 
der other tax relief measures. 

House Appropriations Commit- 
tee Chairman Vincent R Callahan 


Jr. said that once the $950 million 
annual cap on state car tax reim- 
bursements to localities is lifted, 
it will take years to finish the car 
tax cut. 

The proposal instantly created 
a potentially explosive partisan 
issue in a governor’s race already 
distinguished for its angry tone nine 
months before the election. 

In 1997, Jim Gilmore proposed 
the car tax cut and it lifted him to 
a landslide victory in that year’s 


governor’s race. The next year, the 
Legislature approved a five-year 
car tax phaseout whereby the state 
repays cities and counties for lost 
revenue. Seventy percent of the tax 
was phased out until a recession and 
state budget shortfalls froze the 
unfinished rollback in 2002. 

Last year, in a bitter session that 
lasted a record 115 days, lawmak- 
ers fearful of persistent fiscal crises 
approved a $1.4 billion tax increase 
and put a $950 million annual limit 
on state car tax relief reimburse- 
ments.

RICHMOND, VA. I A measure to 
write a ban on gay marriages into 
Virginia’s Constitution advanced 
easily Tuesday to the full Senate 
despite the passionate, often poi- 
gnant appeals by opponents. 

The Senate Privileges and 
Elections Committee endorsed the 
measure on an 11-3 vote, rejecting 


opponents’ claims that the amend- 
ment could create legal headaches. 
Sen. Stephen D. Newman, R- 
Lynchburg, said his resolution to 
define marriage in the state consti- 
tution as the union of one man and 
one woman is a defensive maneuver 
after courts in other states recog- 
nized gay marriage. 

Voters in 11 states last year 
approved constitutional amend- 
ments similar to Newman’s.

R E D S K I N S I Joe Gibbs is passionate 
about football, but doesn’t intend to 
stay in coaching much longer. 

He’s also passionate about 
NASCAR, and plans to stay a part 
of the sport for a considerable peri- 
od of time. 

“My time in football will be 
short,” Gibbs said Tuesday during 
a stop by the NASCAR media tour at 
Joe Gibbs Racing. “Hopefully, we’ll 
be here forever. If we don’t win a few 
more games next year, my time in 
football will be real short.” 

In his return to the NFL 
after an 11-year absence — dur- 
ing which he established his suc- 


cessful NASCAR team — Gibbs’ 
Washington Redskins struggled 
to a 6-10 record. 

As much as he loves racing, 
Gibbs, who took his team to four 
Super Bowls and won three of them 
in his first stint in Washington, is 
determined to get the Redskins 
back near the top before calling 
that career quits and returning to 
JGR on a permanent basis. 

Gibbs acknowledges there were 
times during the NFL season when 
he wondered why he went back to 
football.

Delgado agreed Tuesday to 
accept a $52 million, four-year 
offer from the Florida Marlins, a 
deal with an option that is worth 
potentially $64 million over five 
years. 

“We went above and beyond 
where we felt comfortable to push it 
to a resolution in our favor,” Orioles 
executive vice president Jim Beattie 
said. “We felt like we were in the 
ballpark, but there were things 
beyond our control that ended up 
going against us.” 

Baltimore’s last proposal was 


worth $48 million over four years

It’s been a frustrating offseason 
for Baltimore, which has come up 
short during a winter in which 
salaries have skyrocketed. The 
Orioles have thus far only added 
to their bullpen, agreeing to deals 
with free agents Steve Kline and 
Steve Reed. 

“We’re disappointed,” Beattie 
said. “People will classify this as a 
failure, but it’s not for lack of effort. 
We have tried to do some things in 
the offseason, and we will continue 
to attempt to improve the team.”

Defending champion Federer 
beat the eight-time major win- 
ner 6-3, 6-4, 6-4 Tuesday in the 
Australian Open quarterfinals, tak- 
ing the punch right out of the best 
counter-puncher on the circuit. 

Federer hit 22 aces and 
extended his winning streak to 
26 matches. He’s also won 24 in 
a row against opponents ranked 
in the top 10. 

“He just outplayed me,” Agassi 
said. “He was too good. I would sug- 
gest to his next opponent that he 
doesn’t look to me for advice.” 

That would be fourth- seeded 
Marat Safin, who lost to Federer 
in last year’s Australian Open final 
and will face him this year in the 
semifinals. Safin ousted No. 20 
Dominik Hrbaty 6-2, 6-4, 6-2. 

Federer is trying to become the 
first to win three straight Slams 
since Pete Sampras added the

Serena Williams once won four 
straight majors — from the 2002 
French Open through the 2003 
Australian Open — but she hasn’t 
played that well lately.

The First Shot for 
Women’s Hoops 


30 years ago, UMd. 
hosted Immaculata 
on national television 

ANNIVERSARY I The game was a 
blowout, the kind that causes view- 
ers to flip to another channel long 
before the final buzzer. 

What made it special was, for the 
first time, that was an option. 

On Jan. 26, 1975, Immaculata 
beat Maryland 80-48 in the first 
nationally televised women’s college 
basketball game. The independent 
Mizlou Television Network sold 
broadcast rights to over 100 stations, 
providing unprecedented coverage 
to a sport in its infant stages. 

“My first three years at 
Immaculata, we wore skirts,” says 
Rene Portland, then a senior for the 
Mighty Macs and now the coach at 
Penn State. “That was the first year 
we wore shorts.” 

Women now have their own pro 
league, and ESPN broadcasts dozens 
of regular-season college games and 
has extensive coverage of the NCAA 
tournament. 

It all began 30 years ago at Cole 
Field House. 

“I can tell my grandkids I was 
part of history,” said Monica Rogers 
Merkel, who scored two points for 
the Terrapins. 

Eager to enhance awareness of 
its women’s program, Maryland

sold Mizlou the broadcast rights to 
two ACC games involving the men’s 
fourth-ranked team with the provi- 
sion that the network also telecast 
Maryland-Immaculata. 

Immaculata defined wom- 
en’s basketball in the 1970s. The 
Mighty Macs, who compiled a 
35 -game winning streak while 
going 74-4 from 1972-74, proved 
to be far too talented and poised 
for Maryland. “We couldn’t say 
no, but we knew we were in for a 
long day,” said Dottie McKnight, 
who coached Maryland that day.

The Son Also 
Rises Again 


Jay Farrar’s Son Volt 
is back — in spirit 
as well as in name 

COMEBACKS I How can one musi- 
cian have a reunion? 

What sounds like a Zen koan 
actually is the question alt- coun- 
try rocker Jay Farrar had to answer 
in coming up with a new record by 
his old band, Son Volt. 

The St. Louis-based musician 
was all set to reconvene Son Volt, 
which went on indefinite hia- 
tus nearly five years ago, when 
the group reunited last year long 
enough to record a song for the 
Alejandro Escovedo benefit album, 
“For Vida.” 

“Things seemed to go really 
well,” Farrar, 39, said. “But when 
it came time to sit down and work 
out plans and agreements, things 
just didn’t work out.” 

Rather than scotch the whole 
idea of a new Son Volt album, he 
simply proceeded minus Jim and 
Dave Boquist and drummer Mike 
Heidorn, recruiting guitarist Brad 
Rice, bassist Andrew Duplantis and 
drummer Dave Bryson for a new 
lineup. 

So why call it “Son Volt”? 

“Son Volt represent a cer- 


tain spirit of songwriting with 
an emphasis on trying to cap- 
ture what four musicians playing 
together can do.” 

Farrar started Son Volt in 1994 
after abruptly quitting his previ- 
ous band, the highly regarded folk- 
punk band Uncle Tupelo. The sud- 
den demise of that group spurred 
Farrar’s songwriting partner, Jeff 
Tweedy, to start a new band of his 
own, Wilco. 

He did revisit Uncle Tupelo’s 
career in the midst of his solo career, 
however, for a retrospective compi- 
lation that came out in 2002. He 
more recently has done the same 
with Son Volt for an anthology 
that Rhino Records plans to put 
out this year. 

He also has another project 
nearly ready for release, a collab- 
oration with Varnaline guitarist 
and songwriter Anders Parker on 
an album combining reworkings of 
several traditional folk songs along 
with a few new numbers. 

“It doesn’t have a home or a 
release date,” he said, “I’m not even 
sure what it’s going to be called.” If 
he can’t find a record label that’s 
interested in releasing the album, he 
said he’ll probably make it available 
on his Web site, wwwjayfarrar.com.

AFINEMESSI Regulators rejected 
36 complaints of indecency against 
TV shows including “Friends” and 
“The Simpsons.” 

The objections had been filed 
with the Federal Communications 
Commission by the Parents 
Television Council, a watchdog group 
that frequently complains about sex 


and violence on television. 

“In context, none of the segments 
were patently offensive under con- 
temporary community standards 
for the broadcast medium, and thus 
not indecent,” the agency said in a 
statement.

Students’ research 
increasingly starts 
and ends with Google 

Go to Google, search and scroll 
results, click and copy. When stu- 
dents do research these days, edu- 
cators worry, those are often about 
the only steps they take. If they can 
avoid a trip to the library, many stu- 
dents gladly will. 

Young people may know that 
just because information is plen- 
tiful online doesn’t mean it’s reliable, 
yet their perceptions of what’s trust- 
worthy frequently differ from their 
elders’ — sparking a larger debate 
about what constitutes truth in the 
Internet age. 

Georgia Tech professor Amy 
Bruckman forced students to leave 
their computers by requiring at least 
one book for a class project. She 
wasn’t prepared for the response: 
Someone asked, “Excuse me, where 
would I get a book?” 

Bruckman and other educa- 


tors grapple daily with the chal- 
lenge of ensuring their students 
have good skills for discerning the 
truth. Professors and librarians say 
many come to college without any 
such skills, and quite a few leave 
without having acquired them. 



“Spending an hour or two to find 
that good source is foreign” to stu- 
dents, said University at Buffalo pro- 
fessor Alex Halavais. For example, a 
Wellesley College study on research 
habits found fewer than 2 percent 
of students in a computer science 
class used non-Internet sources to 
answer test questions. And many 
failed to check multiple sources: 
63 percent of those asked to list 
Microsoft Corp.’s top innovations 
only visited the company’s Web site 
in search of the answer. 

It’s a paradox to some that so 
many young Americans can be so

accepting of online information 
whose origin is unclear. “Skepticism 
... is part of their lives, yet they tend to 
believe things fairly readily because it 
appears on the Internet,” said Roger 


Casey, who studies youths at Rollins 
College in Winter Park, Fla. 

One concern is commercial 
influence online; some search 
engines run ads and accept pay- 


ments to include sites in their index- 
es. “If I’m going to go to the library, 
chances are somebody hasn’t paid 
a librarian 100 bucks to point me 
to a particular book,” said Beau 
Brendler, director of the Consumer 
Reports WebWatch. 

However, some Internet users 
believe that resources such as 
grassroots Web journals and a 
committee -written encyclopedia 
called Wikipedia can collectively 
portray events more accurately than 
any single gatekeeper. 

In many ways, the greater 
diversity of information is healthy. 
Paul Duguid, co-author of “The 
Social Life of Information,” points 
out that no longer, in most of the 
United States, can school textbooks 
get away with one-sided views.
